Tho  grenades  used 
were  made  by  different  manufacturers,  but 
neither  brand  demonstrated  any  practical 
value  as  a  fire  extinguisher,  and  our  corre¬ 
spondent  says  that  water  seemed  to  have  as 
much  efiect  as  tho  contents  of  the  grenades 
on  the  fire.  The  chief  objection  to  grenades 
of  all  kinds  is  the  impracticability  of  hand 
ling  them  to  put  out  incipient  fires,  and  the 
difficulty  of  throwing  the  bottle  so  it  shall 
break  in  the  right  spot  for  tho  liquid  to  ex¬ 
tinguish  the_  fire.” —  The  Spectator  ( In¬ 
surance .) 

More  on  tho  same  subject.  After  a 
recent  trial  oT  the  Harden  Hand  Grenade  a 
test  was  made  with  a  Johnson  Hand  Fump 
upon  a  similar  fire.  The  result  was  said  to 
bo  similar  in  the  effect  on  the  fire.  The 
grenade  was  destroyed  at  one  effort ;  its 
effect  was  temporary,  not  continuous.  The 
hand  pump  remained,  and  having  done  ser¬ 
vice  by  tlie-haif  hour  at  several  fires  has 
promise  of  continuing  serviceable  through 
many  in  the  future.
